| Here is no Nation under Heaven, who have received and 
' enjoyed fo many bleſſing, both of right and left hand, 
as the people of England; we have had ſure preventin 

 mercies in times paſt, and we have been honoured ind 
faved by reſtoring mercies, as our late experience can ſufficiently 
manifeſt, God hath had more reſpe& to this Age of the Church, 
making good all his promiſes of love and kindnefſe to it, thento 
all the ſeveral ages before. He hath not dealc fo with the people 
round abouc us, nor in the Times. before us: Wonderfull x5 bit 
Name, and greatly ts be praiſed. 4 
But co Comply with the Time, and Solemne occaſion of onr 
thanksgiving; feccing aide and waving the repetition of all other 
manifold Deliverances, our purpoſe is briefly here to bring to our 
Remembrance,and ſet before our eyesthoſe ftrange and: miracu- 
lous merciful difpenſasions of the Divine Majeſty to us and our 
Fore-Fathers, in the revealing, diſcovering , and preventing that 
molt monſtrous & before unheard of nniſchief,the Plot of the Guu- 
powder-Treaſon. 4 
In order whereunto it will be requiſite ts conſider the State of 
the Kingdome, deqducing it from the end of' the Reign of Queen 
Elizabeth, of ever Bleſſed Memory: who by the Divine providence 
eſcaped not a few dangerous conſpiracies: ageinit her Life, and 
conſequently againſt the ſafety of the Church and Kingdom; All 
theſe wicked Machaviiians Delignes were principally laid, _ 
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ted and abetted, and intented to p executed by Roman Cathy- 
liques, -incited' thereunto by the Feſuits and other Emiſſaries of 
the Pope and See of Reme. For which reafon divers Statutes were 
made by Parliament (for the better ſecurity of her Perſon and 


Government) againſt Prieſts and Seminaries and ſuch as ſhould 


be reconciled, - that, was, perverted tothe Romiſh Religion ; and 
for breach of thoſe ſtatutes, enjo;ning thoſe,Ptiefts|Jeparture and 
abſence out of the Kingdome, and for other Offences ſeveral of 
them were Executed, to the great Exulceration and Exaſperation 
of the reſt of that Perſwaſion and Religion, who could by no 
means endure that Queen 'or her Government. 

She dying, the Papiſts of Exgland were in great hopes that her 
Succeſſour King James of Scotlayd, whoſe Mpther in-cheir Opi- 
nion dyed a Martyr for their Religion, in the Reign-of Queen 
Elizabeth ; would not only remit and furceaſe thoſe rigours they 
had before ſuffered, but would alſo grant them free Exerciſe and 
Toleration of their ; Religion, and grew very confident and jolly 
in this vain expe&tation ; which when they pereeived to be fru- 
firated and dilippointed, at that Kings very firſt eoming in and 
aſſumption to this Crown, by his declaring his conſtant reſolution 


for che maintenance of the Religion here Eſtabliſhed ; a con(pi- 


racy was entred into by one Watſen and Clarke, Prie(ts, the Lord 
Cobham and George Brooke his Brother, Themes Lord Gray of 
Wilton, Sir Walter Rawleib, Sir Griffin Markham, Sir Edward 
Parham, Bartholomew Brookesby and Azthony Coply : their deſign 
being to ſurprize the King and Prince Henry, and ſecaring of 
them, cither at the Tower or Dover, there by violence to ob» 
tain their own pardons, a Tolleration of Religion, and a remo- 
valof fume Councellours, &c, And to conceal this Treaſon the 
better, Watſon deviſed Oaths of ſecrefie, teaching that the A& 
was lawful being done before the Coronation, (for the King had 
deferr'd that Solemnicy tiNl St, Famſe's day,a-while after) becauſe 
the King wasno King before he was anointed and the Crown So- 
lemnly ſet on His Head, 

This-Plot came by the Wiſe Providence of God to be diſcove- 
red, and the conſpiratorstryed ſor it at Wincheſter ; the Term be- 
ing adjourned thither, becauſe of the Plague then in London, 


where they were all Condemned but onely three of them, viz. 


George Brooke Eſq; }/ atſon and Clerks Prieſts ; three —_— oy 
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Lords,Cobbem and Gray, and * if Markham were brought 
upon the Scaffold, and by the Kings Grace and Mercy ſeverally 
Reprieved, Sir Walter Relergh,that famous Hiſtorian,many years 
after was charged with the fame Judgement, and Beheaded- in 
Weſtminſter Palace Yard, 

This end had theſe Troublers of the State, whoſe Grand Mini- 
ſter, ſuch as the Politick Civil Lord Burleigh, were too wary and 
jealous to be ſurprized by ſuch Deviees; and the Nation now 
ſeemed to be in a moſt ſweet and laſting peace, through the wiſe 
temperament of the King and his more indulgent hand, the then 
Papiſts for many years had felt; when loe a moſt Deſperate and 
Infernal Conjuration was hid, by ſome Grandees and mad Zea- 
lots of that Religion; a Plot ſo impioully wicked, that the former 
was a meer ſhadow to this incended blaze and conflagration : the 
very recital whereof makes the Pen to Tremble with the thought of 
thoſe ſhakings, revulſions, and trepidations this dire Blow would 
have Cauſed, 

This Horrid Treaſon was firſt thonght on in the laſt year of 
Queen Elizabeth ; Thomas Winter being ſent into Spaix by other 
his Complices, to deſire that King inthe name of the Engliſh Ca- 
tholiques, to ſend an Army into England, with whom thev and 
the Male-centented Gentry and Souldiery at the Earle of Fſſexe's 
death would be ready to joine : which being aſſented to, conali1- 
ded and agreed on by the ſaid King, Winter returned into Eng- 
land, and gave a welcome account to his party and Negotiation 3 
but Queen El:zabeth dying, though they mould have perſwaded 
the Spaxiard to bold his former Reſolution, yer he now would not 
further hearken to any ſuch motion. 

In the mean while the Feſuits had been tampering to diſwade 
the acceptance of King Fames into England, urging it, that death 
was rather to be endured then to admic a Here '1que ; from which 
principle & other the like ſtuffe out of Parſons his book, Philopater 
Seq, 1. Catesby the firſt in the Conſpiracy, took his ground, it be« 
ing the then Juſuits poſition : That if any Chraitian Prince fall ma- 
nifeſily turn from the Catholique Religion, &c. he preſently falleth 

from all Princely Power and Dignity,aud that ip'o faRto, before any 
ſentence pronounced again't him by the ſupreame Ju1ge and Paſtor ; 
and that his Subjedts are Aiſolved from all Bonds and Oaths of 
Allegiance, &c. By ſuch like fiery Divinity of cheir own making 
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The Parliament then called by the King, was Prorogned from 
the 7th. of Fuly , to the 7th. of February : a lictle before which 
Prorogation, Catesby then at Lambeth, ſent for Thomes Winter a« 
forcſaid, and broke with him concerning this Powder-plot : who 
anſwered, that indced ftruck at the root, but if it ſhould mil- 
carry, the Catholique Cauſe wonld be greatly Scandalized : | 
Catesby replyed, the nature of the Diſeaſe required ſo ſharp « Re- 
medy, and then demanded his cogſent ; which he freely gave, bur 
propoſed difficulties as want of an Houſe, the difficulty of the 
Myne noiſe in working, and ſuehrlike, which Cetesby fatisfied by 
telling him, let us begin che attempt, and where it faileth let us 
paſſe no further. Then they agreed that the Conſtable of Spain, 
then in the Low Countries ſhould be deale withal for aſſiſtance; 
but not the plot to be diſcovered, &c. Yir Williem Stanley and 
|| other Fugitives ſhould be underfcle; chiefly one Guide Fawkes 
| employed about the firſt overtureto the King of Spain, and then 
| in that Kingdome, ſhonld be drawn to the affaciation. Sir VV 1il- 
liam Stanley declined all genera] propoſitions that was, yet hoping 
co make his peace in Eng/and, but brought Fawkes to PV inters 
acquaintance, whodealt together with one Owen about the buſi- 
nelſe. Fawkes was a Gentleman of Darb;ſhire, reſolute in any | 
undertaking for his Religion : and fo YVinter and he returned | 
| | into Exgland to Catesby, to whom came Thomas Persy,kinſman to 
ft the late Earle of Northumberland; where after a ſhort conference, 
| 
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they agreed npon an Oath of ſecrecy ; Swearing by the Bleſſed 
Trinity and the Sacrament never. to diſcloſe, &c. Whereupon 
Catesby, who had drawn in one Fobx VV right, diſcovered the plot 
F to Percy and Winter, and Fack VVright to Fawkes ; and fo they 


reſolved to proceed. 
To this purpoſe Percy was ordered to take the Houſe where to 


lodge inſtruments of Violence and Death, which he hired of one 
Ferris, who Tenanted it of Mr. Whineyard, belonging to the 
Wardiobe ; and Fawkes by the name of Fobx Fobnſon,as Mr.Per- 
cy's man was put'in to poſlefſe it, and received the keyes of the 
Houſe. Ir was alſo thought convenient to have another Houſe to 
lodge the powder and proviſion for the Mine, from thence to be ( 
conveyed to Mr. Percy's; ſo one was taken in Lambeth, and one 

Keyes appointed the Keeper thereof. Now they fell co work upon 
: the Mine having ſtore of baked meats with them, che lefle co need 
| | ſending abroad, | The 
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The chief Conſpirators were now in Conſultation what they 
ſhould doe when the deed was done, and agreed to ſeize upon the 
Duke that was our late King Charles, of bleſſed Memary, and the 
Lady Elizabeth, (the King and Prince Henry being devored to 
the Flames) and having warned others of the Popilh Notilicy to 
forbexx ſitting in Parliament to get what number of Rorſes they 
could ; which ſtrength , having che Heir 8pparent with chem, 
woult be odds ſufficient, in that general confuſion and Conſter= 
nation, which would attend the Effe&s of their Treaſon. 

About Caxdlemas they brought over in a Boat the Powder which 
they had provided at Lambeth, and laid ic in Mr. Piercy his Houſe, 
becauſe they would have all their danger in one Place. Then 
— their Work in the Mine, they came againſt the Parlia- 
ment Houſe ſtone wall, which was very hard co beat through, ac 
which time they called in Chriſtopher Fright to their Company. 
As they were thus labouring, they heard a ruſling noyſe,which was 
the removal of ſome Coals, that made them think they were diſ- 
covered; bat Fewks being ſent thither to know the buſineſs, un- 
derſtood the Coals were alelling, and that the Cellar was to be 
Let, which for its conveniency, Piercy preſently hired, and pur 
inco it 30 Barcels of Powder, newly provided, and covered them 
with Billets and Fagots, provided for the purpoſe. 

Their Work being in ſuch a readineſſe, Fawks was ſerit over 
into Flanders to give the Oath of Secrecy to Sir William Stanley 
and. get him over and Over ; Sir Wiliem'was in Spain,. Owen ſec - 
med well plcaſcd but ſaid Sir }/iliem would not engage. Where- 
upon Fajwks returned abouc 4rugyſt, the Parliament having been 
prorogued from the 7th of February before-going, to the 5th of 
November. About this time Mr. Piercy and Mr. Catesby met at the 
Bath, where they agreed that few being yet ia the Company, Ca- 
tesby ſhould have Authority to call in whom he pleated ; who 
drew in Sir Everard Digby,Mr.Treſham of N:rthamptox (hire, who 
contributed Money to the carrying on of the Delign. 

Ia the interim, Fawks and inter boyght ſome new Powder, as 
ſuſpeing the ficſt to bedawp, and conveyed: it inco the Cellar, 
and then for tea dayes before the ficting of. che Parliament, wenc 
down-intpthe Country, where by Enfield Ghaſe, at a place cal- 
lad Fhiteweks, they communed with Cetesky, who asked them if 
therPinge would come to the Parliament,who rep! ingaeggtively 
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he (aid then we muſt have our Horſes beyond the Water,anq pro. 
' viſion of more Company to ſurprize the Prinee, and leave the 
Duke alone. ; Ng 

All things thus Jaid and fitted, according totheir former reſule 
of warning the Popiſh Lords from the danger,being ſome ten days 
before the ſirting 7 on of the Parliament, a Letter was put aboue 
ſeven of the Clock on a S«turday Evening, into the hands of a 
Footman of the Lord Mennteegles inthe Street by an unkno-.3 
man of a reaſonable tall tacure, with a Charge to deliver it to 
his Lords own hands,which he didzmy Lord no ſooner received it, 
but perceiving it writ in an unlegible Hand, ke commanded one 
of his ſervantsto read it,when perplext with the ſtrangeneſs of the 
matter (think it might prove ſorne fooliſh deviſed ſtory or other 
he haſted away with it xo Fhitebell ro the Secretary, the Earl 
Salisbury, who peruſing it likewile, commended my Lords care 
and diſcretion, telling him, that whatever the Letter ſeemed, yet 
had he received Advertiſements from beyend Sea concerning 
ſome praftices of the Papiſts co make new ftirs, to the enabling 
them to deliver to the King a Petition for Toleration of their Re- 
ligion. like ſturdy Beggars that would force, if they could not beg 
an Almes. The Earl added,that he would preſently communicate 
it to ſome others of the privy Counci), Moynteegle onely deſiring 
that what ever the iſſue or meaning of it might be, it might not be 
imputed to him as proceeding from his too light and ſudden ap- 

rekenfion which his Majeffics ſafety had onely prompted him to. 
"The Lord Chamberlain was therefore made acquainted firſt with 
it in the preſence of the Lord Mounteagle, who likewiſe concur'd 
there was ſome perillous attempt intended againſt the Kings Per- 
ſon, which the Lord Chamberlain by his Gffice was principally 
concerned to take care of as well in a}l publique places of Aﬀem: 
bly, as in his Ma jefties own private Palaces. Ws 

Whereupon the ſaid Letter was by conſent communicated to 
three more Lords of the privy Council, the Earls of Worcefter and 
Northampton, and the Lord Admiral, who all concluded it was a 
matter not-to be ſighted, and that the King ſhould be informed 
thereof, that in the meantime no other-noyſe' ſhould be made'a- - 
bour it, that the Defign might ripen and be the fitter for Diſcovery. 
According to this determination, - the Earl of Salisbury in the 
Gallery ar bitchall, on Friday being Albalows day, _—_ 
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the King the Letter, without any ſpeech dr judgement made: of ic; 
the, Contents whereof were as followeth. 

My Lord, Out of the love T bear ts ſome of your Friende, Ihave « 
cart of your preſervation ; Therefore I would adviſe yoa as you ten- 
der your ſafery to deviſe ſome Excuſe to ſhift off your Attendance at 
thy Parliament ; for God and Man have decreed to puniſh the wic- 

. kedneſs of this time. And think uot ſlightly of this Advertiſement, 
but retire your ſelf into your County, where you may expeii the Event 
i ſafety ; for though there be no appearance of any (tir, yet 1 ſay 
they ſhall receive a terrible blow thi Parliament, and yet they ſhall 
not ſee who burt them. This Counſel is nat to be contemned, becauſe 
it may do you good, and can do you no harm, for the danger is pai? 
as ſoon as you bave burned this Letter; And I hope God will give 
you grace to make good uſe of it, ts whoſe Holy Protection 1 com- 
mend you. 

The King (who was alwaies very fortunate in (lolving of Ridles) 
ne ſooner read the Letter, but afcer a lictle pauſe, aud the read+ 
ing it over. again, he delivered his judgement of it as of a matrer 
not to be {lighted ; for that the ſtile of it was not like a Paſquil : 
when the Earl of Salisbury perceiving the King to apprehend it 
deeplier then he*expefed , hinted ro the King that by one 
clauſe thereof (that the danger was pajt as ſoon as the Letter was 
burned) it ſeemed to be written by a fool or mad man; for what 
would the notice cf the danger advantage or availe any man, 
when the burning of the Letter was ſufficient to avoid it ? Bat the 
King joyning and referring that clauſe to another (that they 
thould receive a terrible blow chat Parliament) did happily gueſs 
that the danger intended there was by ſome ſudden blowing up 
of powder ; for no other Rebellion or Inſurreftion whatſoever, 
conld be attempted unſeen in time of Parliament, but by that in- 
vitible,nor no miſchief cake etfe& but that ſpeedy way of deſtrufi- 

on; & to that ſenſe he rightly turned and conſtrued (the danger is 
aſt as ſox) to that of as quickly ; and therefore adviſed, that be- 
he his going to Parliament the under-rooms of the Parliamenc 

Houſe might be well and narrowly ſearched. It muſt be confe- 

fed that God pur this interpretation into the Kings Heart ; for 

though now . upou the event appearing , no other conſtruftion 

can be made of the letter, yet beforezthe wiſeſt did not apprehend 

that meaning : ſothat next to God the Nation is beholdinz to the 
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King their Head, for this his temporal ſaving knowledge. 

he Earl of Salizbury wond'ring at this ſtrange, yer ratienall 
Commentary of the King, which he knew to be farre contrary to 
his ordinary and natural diſpoſition: that was alwaics averſe from 
erediting due advertiſements of praiſes againſt his yon ; and 
rightly conceiving this extraordinary caution of having the 
rooms ſearched, proceeded from the Vigilant care he had of the 
State, more then of himſelf ; thought fit to diſſemble his concur- 
rent ajprehenfion of the danger, pitting it off with ſome jeſt or 
merry diſcourſe, and fo took his leave of his Majeſty, but repai- 
red inftantly to the ſame Lords of the privy Counſel : whom he 
acquainted with the Kings judgement, and conſtruQion of the 
Letter, and what had elfe vaſſed in private ; who agreed that the 
aid Earle ſhould pur his Majeſty again in mind of the bufinefſe,the 
next day being Saturday, when it was ordered, the Lord Cham- 
bertain being preſent; that the ſaid Lord Chamberlain ſhould ac- 
cording te his Cuſtome and Office, as uſually, view both Parlia- 
ment Houſes above and below; and ſee and conſider what like- 


liheod or poſſibility of danger might be layed there. But becauſe 


they would not have any rumour fly abroad, and alfofor the ful- 
ler diſcovery of the plot, if there were really ſucha thing ; it was 
refolved that he ſhould not go thither while Munday in the Aﬀter- 
rioon, the day before the ſetting down of the Parliament : at 
which time he went thither, accompanicd with {the Lord Mounte 
eagle, who impatiently expeCed che event ; Being there, and ha- 
ving reviewed all the lower rooms, he found in the Vauk, under 
the upper Houſe great ſtore of proviſion, of Billets, Faggots, and 
Coles; and enquiring of Wbinyard keeper of the Wardrobe, to 
what uſe he had put thoſe Tower Rooms and Cellers? he replyed, 
that Mr, Thomas Percy had hired the Houſe and part of che Vault 
under the ſame; and that the ſaid Wood and Coal was alſo his 
proviſion ;, whereupon the Lord Chamberlain cafting bis eye a- 
::de, efpied Fewks the pretended ſervant of Percy in a corner, but 
rook no further notice of the man. 2 

At the naming of Percy, the Lord Mounteagle began to ſuſpe& 
the matter, and that the Letter might probab y be fentfrom him, 
and intimated afterward fo much to my Lord Chamberlain : who 
among the other things he related to have ſeen and conſidered, 
omitted not the ſuſpition of Mennteagles, as allo the jealoufic be 

| | ha 
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had of ſuch a great quantity of ork, Faggots and Billets, for a 
perſons uſe that had not been, nor yet was reſident in the houſe 
he pretended to take for his dwelling: whereupon the King infiſt- 
ed that the Houſe was to be nzrrowly ſearched to the bottome, it 
being tobe ſuſpeRed that thoſe Faggots were laid there onely for 
covering of the powder, of which opinion were all the Councel- 
Jours preſent; but the manner of the ſearch was not ſo well agreed 
on, for as the Kings 2nd Kingdomes ſafety required all Caution 
for preventing the danger, ſo che reputation of che State, and the 
imputation it would lay upon the Earle of Northumberland, whole 
Kinſman and moſt Confident Familiar this Percy was, if ic hould 
_—_ buc a Fable after a curious and ſtri& ſcarch, made them 
oath to be too eager therein; the rather becauſe ic was known 
how much the King deteſted to be thought jealous or ſuſpicious of 
any of his good Subjefs, But the Kings reſolute perfiſtency for 
a through ſcarch prevayled, for as he ſd it could prejudice 
no man art all char was innocent : and either they muſt examine 
the bottrome of the matter,that no poſſibility of danger might re- 
main, or elſe not to meddle any further in it but plainly to go 
next day tothe Parliament, and leave the ſucceſſe to Fortune, 


which he believed they would hardly take upon their conſciences. 


It was therefoie finally reſolved to ſearch all places, and upon 
the pretence of Whinyards miſſing ſome of the Kings goods to view 
thofe rooms natrowly for them, And to this purpoſe Sir Thomas 
Knevet, a-Gentleman of his Majeſties privy Chamber, and a Ju- 
ftice of che peace in Yeſtmin/ter, was employed : who according 
to the truſt repoſed in him, went about the midnight next after, 
accompanied with ſuch a ſmall number as was fit for that errand ; 
and at his coming neer the Houfe, ſeeing Fawkes, Percy's preten- 
ded man, ftanding without doors at thar dead time of night, 
with his Cloaths an.1 Bu s on, he apprchended him, and then 
proceeded to the ſearch. In which after he hnd caufed ſome of 
the Billets, Faggots, and Coals to be overturned ; he firlt found 
one of the Baricls of powder, and afterwards 354 mere,- being 25 
in all. And fezarching the fellow he had raken, he found rt: -e 
matches and all other inſtruments fit for blowing up of powde* 
his pockecs and about him, whiclt made kim intantly to con 
his own Guiltineſs, but in ſuch a wicked manner that he lai” 
he {been within the Houſe when Sir Thomas took him, as be + 24 
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juſt before (to the cadiey of his work) he would not: have failed 
to have blown up Himſelf, Houſe and aJtogether,but it pleaſed God 
bv this his opportune ſeizare to prevent - every part of that Dive- 
liſh Invention. 

Aﬀer Sir Thomas had cauſed this Caitiff co be ſurely bound and 
well guarded, he returned to Whitehall, and gave notice to the 
LordChamberlain.and Earl of Salisbury of his ſucceſs, who prez 
ſencly rouzed the reſt of the Council that lay in the Court, to aſ- 
ſemble together, who as they ſoon as they could get ready, came 
and forthwith entred the Kings Bed-chamber together, where the 
Lord Chamberlain could nor refrain his ſudden gladneſs, but at 
firſt entry told the King in a confuſed haſt that all. was diſeove= 
red. znd the Traytor bound and in Cuſtody, 

The King aroſe, and ſcnding for the reft of the Council then in 
Town, the Priſoner was commanded to be brought in (having 
ſtood without ſome while tothe gazing and wonderment of the 
people without any. akeration of countenance or deje&ion of 
ſpiric) when notwithſtanding the Horrour of his Guilt, and his 
ſudden ſurprizal and theterrour which the preſence of ſo grave a 
Council muſt needs ſtrike him with,. yet he ccntinued obftinate 
againſt all manner of revealing, his Complices, nor could the 
' Council get any thing of him.all that day as to any diſcovery,he 
laying at the blame upon himſelf, ſaying he was moved thereunto 
onely for Religion and Conſcience lake, denying the.Kingto be 
his lawful Soveraign or the. Anointed of God, in regard he:was 
an Heretick : and the ſame regardlcls gefture and countenance he 
naled before-the Council, the ſame he kept-all that day of his at- 
tendance, anſwering with ſcorn to ſuch as he knew had no power: 
to examine him and {milingintheir faces, nor would he be | nam 

ro confeſs any other name then Fobr Fobnſon. But after two or. 
_ three dayes confideration in the Tower, of the certainty of his 
Death, and the fright of the. Rack which was ſhewed him only, be 
begun to fail in his refolution ; confeſſing part and then the whole 
truth : -of which this is the perfe& abftrad. 

The principal Couſpirators and that laboured in the Mine by this 
Confeſſion, were Robert Catcesby,. Robert Wintery Eſq. Thomas 
Piercy, Thomas Winter, John «x Chriſtopher Wright, Fawks;axd 
Bates,Catesby's Man. The acceſſories to it, though not perſonally a= 
boxring in the Mine, wore Everard Digby,Knight, Ambroſe Roke« 
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wood end Francis Trefham, Eſquires, John Graunt, Gentlenrar, 
Robert Keyes, 

LIpon the (ſpreading of the News, on Treſday the 5. of Novemb. 
| the Town was all over in an Extaſte and a kind of joyful vproar ; 
the Londoners flocking down towards Weitminſ/ter, to blefſe their 
eyes with thoſe ſtanding ſtruQures deſigned for the Kingdoms and 
. their own Tomb, whilc Winter and the two Wrights (Catesby be- 
ing gone the night before, and Piercy at for of the clock in the 
morning the ſame day of the Diſcovery) haſtned out of the Town, 
all of r Ir flying for VV arwick: ſire, where about two of the 
clock in the morning the ſame day, Grannt, with other his aſ- 
ſociates, had broke up a Stable of one Mr. beneck,, a Trainer of 
great Horſes for the Nobility and Gentry thereabouts, and carric.! 
away cight Horſes fit for ſervice, and with them mer wich that 
Company which fled out of London at Dunchburch, at Sir Everard 
Digby his Lodging, who had appointed a Hunting Vatch on pur- 
poſe to draw his party the more unſuſpe&edly together, This 
Helliſh Company being thus met, and finding their Treaſon dif- 
covered, refolved co run a deſperate Courſe, and from cloſe trea- 
_ Chery, run into open rebellion, thinking if more joyned with 
them to ſavethemſelves in the throng ; bur this Snow-ball waſte 
inſtead of increaſing, and therewith the hopes of animating a 
patty by their Example ; for they had much adoe to keep their 
Servants fromflying trom them ; and their whole number made 
but eighty, who having wandred a while through VVarwick-ſhire 
to VVorceſter-ſhire, and from thence to the edge and Con'nes of 
Stafford-ſhire. This Rebel Bravado had not the Honour to be 
beatenwith a Kings Lievtenant. or extraordinary Commillioner, 
but by the ordinary Sheriff of YYorceftey they were all beaten and 
taken. For though their ſpeedy flight prevented the Kings Pro- 
clamation,'whereby their Horrid FaQ was ſet forth,yet the County 
without any ſuch ineentive were ready to ſuppreſs them of theie 
own accord, knowing that armed concourſe could portend no 0- 
ther, then a Rebellion. Upon which gueſs, the Country refuſed 
co give them willingly ſo much as a Cup of Driak or any manner 
of comfort and ſupport, but with execrations deſerted them, and 
a poor Smith ſtruck at /Vinter, and had ſeized him, but that he 
was reſcued by his party : And fo at Jaſt after Sir Richard Verney 
High Sheriff of VYarwick: forre them had carefully and cloſely 


chaſed + 
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chaſed them to the Confines F A County, ſome of the meaner 
ſort being alſo apprehended by him, Sir Richard VV, «lf did like- 
wiſe hotly purſue them through his ShirezAnd having gotten ſome 
tice of their ;taking] Harbour in Mr. Litt/etons Houle, he ſent 
Trumpetersand Meſſengers to them in the Kings Name, torender 
themſelves ro him Ris Majeſties Miniſter. and knowing no more 
of their Crime then what was publiquely viſible, did promiſe up- 
.o1 their dutiful and obedient Rendition to hins, to intercede at 
the Kings hands for che ſparing of their Lives, who received only 
frou them this ſcornful Anlwer, (They being better witneſſes to 
themſelves of therr own demerits) that be had need of better Aſſi- 
Tance then of thoſe few Numbers that were wieh him , before be 
could be able to Command or Comtroul them. 

But here the wondrous wark of Gods juſtice now magnified it 
{elf, for while this meſſage paſſed berween the Sheriffe and them, 
the Sheriffe and his peoples zeal being juſtly kind 'ed and augmen- 
ted by their arrogant anſwer ; and therefore preparing to give a 
furious aſſault, and. the other party making themſelves ready 
within the houſe to performe cheir promiſe by a defence as reſo- 
lute; it pleaſed. God that in the mending of the Fire in their 
Chamber, one ſmall ſpark thould flye out and light upon leſs then 
two pound weight of powder, which was drying a little from the 
Chimney ; which being. thereby blown up, fo ſpoylcd the faces 
of ſome of the prinacipal Rebels, and the hands. and fides of 
others of them (blowing up with it alſo another great bag of pow- 
der,which notwichRanding to: k not fire)that they were not only 
diſabled and diſcouraged thereby from any further refiſtance, in 
reſpe& Catesby, Rookewood, Grant, and divers others of greateſt 
account among them, were thereb / made unable of defence ; but 
alſo wonderfully ftrucken with -amiazement in their guilty Con- 
ſciences ; calling to memory how God had juftly puniſhed them 
wich that fame inftrument, which they would have uſed before 
for the accompliſhing fo greata fin, according to that ſentence, 
in that in which we fin, in the ſame ſhall we be puniſhed, Inſo much 
as they * ar (lee che wonderful power of Gods Juftice upon 
guilry Conſciences)) did all fall down upon their knees, praying 
God to pardon them forcheir bloody enterprize. And after that 
| way over any further debate, opened the Gate and ſuffered the 

herifts people-coruſh in among them, of whom they delgormety 
. oughc 
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ſought their own deſtrution. The three principal of them, Ca- 
tesby, Percy and Winter joyned backs together : whereof Catesby 
and Percy, (though the Proclamation dire&ed the taking of him 
alone if poſſible, becauſe the whole Cabol and miſtery of the 
deſipne was lodged in him, by reafon of his great Relations and - 
acquaintance) were flain ; VVinter was taken and ſaved alive. 

And thus thoſe reſolute and furious cruel Papiſts, who dreamed 
of no lefle then the deſtruftion of Kings and Kingdoms, and pro- 
miſed to themſelves no lewer Eſtate, then the Government of 
great and Ancient Monarehies ; were miſerably Def:ated and 
quite overthrown in an inſtant,falling iato the pic which they had 
pre ared for others. And fo fulfilling that ſentence, which his 
Majeſty did.in a manner propheſie of them in his Oration to the 
Parliament ; ſome of them being preſently lain, ethers deadly 
wounded, tripped of their Cloaths, and left lying miſerably ns- 
ked, and ſo dying rather of Cold then of their Wounds ; and the 
reft that cither were whole, or but lightly hurt, taken and led pri- 
ſoners to the Jayle (by the Sherifſe, the ordinary Migiſter of Ju- 
tice, tothe ordinary priſon of the worſt(yet compared with theſe) 
harmleſſe MalefaQors, where they remained ti)l their ſending up 
to Loxdon, being met with a huge eonfluence of all ſorts of pco- 
ple, defireusto fee them as the rareſt and unuſualleſt fort of Mon- 
fters, and as the publique ſpetacle of ſhame and Gods fierce 
wrath, and juſt indignation. They lived bloodily in ſuperſtiti- 
en, they praQiſed divelliſhly inall manner of impicty, and they 
dyed deſperately in diſgrace and ignominy : And their memory 
frall be curſed throughant all Generations. 

What Cauſe have we then, and how many wayes are we pro- 
voked to truſt inGod, and to love and worſhip him, that ſo mira- 
culoufy. hath defended. us ; efpecially fince ic is to be feared, that 
he in his juſt diſpleaſure for our unthankfulneſſe,did give: us up 
and our late Bleſſed Soveraigne to the unreaſonable violence of 
moſt ungedly and blood-thirity men; and oh that all the undu- 
tiful] company who promoted that fad Rebellion, would conl1- 
der of this and our late good providenee, and repent from their 
Hearts of the great evil they have done, leſt vengeance overtake 
them alſo, Let us therefore lift up our hearts to God, for he hath 
put a #ew Song of Joy and Thanksgiving into our Mouths, and 


mercifully tawght us, to lift up our Eyes to him from when cometh
